The Canadian army’s two big offi¬ 
cers’ training schools at Brockville, 
Ont., and Gordon Head, B.C., are in 
process of expansion. 

The need pf the growing army for 
well-trained junior officers and the 
decision to transfer to Canada the offi¬ 
cers’ training .school which formerly 
operated in England are responsible 
for the expansion. 

in his speech at Montreal this week 
Defence Minister Ralston said the 
present capacity of the two schools is 
1,800 cadets and this is to bp expanded 
to 3,000. 

As the normal officer’s course is 
three months, this will mean a month¬ 
ly turnout of trained officers for some 
special branches of the service, like 
ordnance, medical, <Jerita.l and army 
service corps men, remain in the 
schools for shorter periods. 

All men from the ranks in the army 
overseas who are recommended for 
commissions now return toe Canada to 
qualify at one of the two schools. For¬ 
merly the army overseas operated its 
own officers’ training schooj under 
command of Col. Milton F. Gregg, V. 
C., now commandant at the Brockville 
school. • .•■ % 

A good part of the staff of the for¬ 
mer overseas school has also returned, 
to Canada and gone to build up the 
schools here. 

The first batch of overseas cadets, 
recommended for commissions by Lt.- 
Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, the over¬ 
seas commander, now is in training at 
Brockville and due to graduate in a 
month or so. From now on a definite 
quota of overseas soldiers will enter 
the school in Canada each month. 


No Special Truck 
Permits - Stampede 


Mayor W. D. Allan and secretary- 
treasurer A. Howes attended the 38th 
annual convention of the Union of Al¬ 
berta Municipalities in Calgary on 
Thursday and Friday, June 25 and 26. 
Air raid precaution was strongly em¬ 
phasized at this meeting and Vulcan 
would do well to follow the lead.

sued to truck owners to carry passen¬ 
gers.

An important feature is compulsory 
savings which are incorporated in the 
the increased income taxes. As an ex¬ 
ample part of the income tax levied is 
to he repaid .after the war. The child¬ 
less nta-ried couple with $2000 a year 
income pays $431 tax. Of this $231 is 
regular tax and $200 is compulsory 
ravings to be refunded after the war 
at 2 % interest. 

All war service pensions are exempt 
from income tax.

Collected As One

I'nder the new income tax regula¬ 
tions. there are three taxes under one 
head, including the basic income tax, 
national defence and compulsory sav¬ 
ings; 

1. Basic income tax—running ap¬ 
proximately twice as high as the 1941 
income tax which ranged from around 
four per cent to 20 per cent on med¬ 
ium-sized incomes. 

2 . Klat-rate or “normal” income tax 
(which was called “national defence 
tax” in 1941)—running seven per cent 
for married persons and from seven 
to nine per cent, for single persons, 
comp*r»*ri with three to five per cent 
for married and from five to seven per 
cent for single persons. 

2. Compulsory savings (returnable 
after the war)—representing one-half 
to one-fifth of total tax payable. 

This- runs approximately 8 per cent 
for single persons, 10 per cent for 
married persons and 5 to 12 per cent 
for married persons with children, 
where medium-sized incomes are* eon-

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Grass! 

¥N writing of the olden, golden days of ranching in an 
article in the Lethbridge Herald, Senator Riley con¬ 
cluded with a quotation from James Ingalls on Grass. 
All those who feel a reverence for the soil, and what it 
produces will linger over these words. 

“Grass is the forgiveness of Nature, her constant 
benediction. Fields trampled with battle, saturated with 
blood, torn with the ruts of cannon, grow green again 
with grass and carnage is forgotten. Streets abandoned 
by traffic become grass grown, like rural lanes, and are 
obliterated. Forests decay,' harvests perish, flowers van¬ 
ish, but grass is immortal. Beleaguered by the sul¬ 
len hosts of winter, it withdraws into the impregnable 
fortress of its subterranean vitality and emerges upon 
the solicitation of spring. Sown by the winds, by wan¬ 
dering birds; propagated by the subtle horticulture of 
the elements which are its ministers and servants it 
softens the rude outline of the world." 


Peculiarities of Permits 


/"OWNERS of trucks are in quite a quandary respect- 
ing their rights. Those who have applied for per¬ 
mits to convey their families by truck are hedged about 
by stiff restrictions, even though the truck may be the 
only means of conveyance available on the farm. 

People who travel in trucks must not travel for pleas¬ 
ure, and, to be safe, they should avoid any appearance of 
pleasure. No silly giggling and chattering when you are 
in a truck. Remember you are on serious business of 
some sort and must conduct yourself in that spirit. 

To be sure, people in Category A for car use are al¬ 
lowed a certain amount of pleasure travel. They can 
still go chuckling gaily along the highway with nothing 
on their minds but enjoying themselves, so long as the 
tires last. But not people who drive trucks. Trucks must 
not be operated for pleasure. 

All permits to use trucks for conveying a family may. 
not be worded exactly the same, but one permit has 
come to notice which has amusing angles. It is by no 
means an outstanding case, but it has its points. This 
man owns and operates a car, but he thought that a per¬ 
mit to take his wife with him on his truck errands would 
save a good deal of gas. She could do her shopping at 
the same time and the car would be in much less use. 
So he applied for a permit. 

The terms of the permit are that during its period of 
operation he must not use his car at all. He must not 
operate his truck if he has any other means of convey¬ 
ance. He must not operate the truck for pleasure, in 
spite of the fact that car user* are not so restricted. A 
saving clause is that he might use the truck to take his 
family to church. This bland interjection relegates 
church to a rather ambiguous position. The implication 
that church going is not pleasurable might be regarded 
as subversive, or are reflections on churoh subversive? 

No mention is made of course of the refund of any 
part of the $25 car license fee which he purchased. 

These conditions required in the permit cannot be met 
because the man has to use his car to convey his child¬ 
ren to their school. Sq the net result seems to be that 
he will turn back thejpermit and go along the same old 
way, using double the Iras’. He will take the truck for 
his loads, and his wife will drive the car'for her supplies. 

This is about the mildest of all these “family” truck 
cases. Those who have only the truck to get about with 
are restricted to a degree that seems unjust and sense¬ 
less. 


A War Budget 


/CANADIAN citizens, each according to individual re- 
sources, were pulled up short by the searching na¬ 
ture of the recently announced war taxes. The common 
man is living in conditions of war in every contact of 
daily living. Everything he buys, everything he does, is 
governed by the demands of war. I 

The income tax and compulsory savings tax make up 
■uch a slice of his income that the only way to keep level 
will be to put aside a certain amount weekly or monthly. 
In running over the year’s expenditures, most people will 
, agree that there are no months tn which cost of living 
slackens to any appreciable degree. Each season brings 
• its own extra demands, and it seems only practical to 
provide regularly throughout the year for the demand 
which will be made for income tax payment in the 
spring. 

Compulsory savings are a redeeming feature of the 
new demand. A good proportion of the heavier taxa¬ 
tion is to be returned when the war is over. The amount 
refundable is much greater amongst the small ityome 
groups than with those of larger incomes. And it should 
be. The married man with income of $1750 or less is 
unlikely to have any margin set aside, and to pay his tax 
means turning in all his potential savings and doing 
without things which he needs. To strip him of his e'v 
ery dollar now. is to leave him impoverished after the 
WIT ts over, amt might +111111 irp-an i mm e ns e n ew in¬ 
secure population. 

In respect to other tax increases, these have been 
levied to a notable degree on things which the consumer 
can do without. They include taxes m liquors, tobacco, 
soft drinks, candy, chewing gum, etc. China, luggage, 
watches, jewelry also come under new imposition. Thus 
will affect retail prices in all such commodities and un¬ 
less special check is kept, might give opportunity to “up“ 
the price to a degree dependent- upon the honesty of 
those involved in the process of merchandizing. 

This is all going to be confusing to the consumer. He 
has been assured of price teiling control, so that the cold 
of living will remain steady. But if prices start jumping, 
no matter from what reason, whether because of new

The eptry of Japan into the wai 
threw him into a panic in which he cut loose from Britain 
and called on the United StatesYor rescue. Some time la¬ 
ter, he got quite cocky and challenged the enemy to invade 
Australia if he dare. Then came some reverses in Libya 
and Russia and down into the dumps he went again, crying 
that Australia might be overcome and if so the Americas 
lay open to thq tyrant. He would be in an easier frame of 
mind if he had not lejected Robert Menzies’ offer of a coal¬ 
ition. 


Long practice has made Hon. T. A. Crerar expert in ex¬ 
pounding the obvious and we have noted already another 
accomplishment he has. that of appearing to be giving a 
solution when all he is doing is propounding the problem. 
In the Commons lately he tried out his talent as an equili¬ 
brist, but like Samuel Johnson’s dancing dog he did not 
dance very w^U but you were surprised that he did it at 
all. The conscriptionist of 1917 had to do an anti-conscrip¬ 
tion step in 1942. The spirit was willing enough, (anything 
to help along the party) but the flesh was weak. He waltzed 
as best he could, explaining that he could reverse if need 
be. No one doubted that. It all depends on his dancing 
master. 

A new liquer regulation in Ontario establishes that a 
person apprehended in a bootlegging resort may be chargeu 
as being “found in.” What we cannot understand is how 
they can prove he was found in unless he has been founu 
out. 


“I desire a German victory,” Laval told his compatriots 
in a recent broadcast. That will make no difference in Ot 
tawa where his representative is in a position to keep him 
wise about many things. 

He has a representative in Washington, too, but there 
they think it worth while because they have a representa¬ 
tive in Vichy who can keep them wise as to Laval’s inten¬ 
tions and manoeuvres. Our representative to Vichy makes 
London his headquarters. 

In the registration everyone was asked to answer the 
question “Can you milk a cow?” but that is as far as it 
went except at Ottawa where the cow in question is Canada 
and where everyone knows enough about it to be on the 
right side. . , 

When the Premier was submitting his position to caucus 
for endorsement, German subs torpedoed a couple of ships 
in the St. Lawrence.’This was held by his admirers to be a 
specimen of his usual good luck. Now that he has to get it 
past the Commons, his good luck holds again when a Jap 
sub. or raider shells Vancouver Island. 

Our reverses in Libya were due to the fact that we weak¬ 
ened our forces there to go to the help of Greece. It was 
chivalrous but it was not strategy. It was magnificent but 
it was not war.- Greece had earned all that we could do 
for her-but it would have been a greater service to her it 
we had consolidated our gains and established our position 
in north Africa. Britain had pledged herself to go to the 
aid of Greece if attacked, and she went. God helping her, 
she could do no other. 

At last there is a gleam of hope from Ottawa. Navy- 
Minister McDonald has spoken and what he said was a con¬ 
demnation of all the time wasted in discussing what was 
decided already by the people. He made short wprk of the 
flimsy excuses and clumsy evasions of the Premier and 
Messrs. St. Laurent and Crerar. At last a leader has emerg¬ 
ed in the Cabinet around whom English Liberals may gath¬ 
er on the issue. Col. Ralston, too, left no doubt where he 
stood. 

B. iC. members are bothering the government about the 
inadequacy of our coast defences. They apparently place 
little reliance upon Mayor LaGuardia and Col. O. M. Big- 
gar, who looked after that litile matter long ago. LaGuar¬ 
dia gave assurance that everything had been attended to 
and Col Biggar must think everything’s o.k. because he 
has taken on another government job. He would never have 
made our coastal defences a part-time job if they were not 
secure against enemy attack. 

Keep an eye on the - advocates of conscription of wealth 
just to see how they react to the slice of it that the new 
budget will take. It is not just what they want£fc^Theii 
idea was that the whole of some other person’s wealth 
would be taken._ • __ * * 

There is always room for jlifferences of opinion as to how 
the thing should be done, but he who object# to the thing 

taxes or through special concessions to this or that com¬ 
modity, then the confidence of the consumer’is shaken. 
He is unable to budget his pay cheque, not knowing 
wh«H prices may be next month. This inevitably brings j 
suspicion that someone is profiting unfairly at his ex¬ 
pense. The government Is making stern cash demands 
on the public and there is no protest, if the money is be¬ 
ing as carefully spent as the average individual income 
is being spent. But in return for the demands imposed 
upon the people, there should be as little juggling with 
the price ceiling as is humanly possible. From the 
standpoint of public morale it would Seeirf wiser for the 
government to reimburse manufacturers, processors or 
producers of any specific commodity for loss, if neces¬ 
sary, rather than lift the ceiling price to the consumer. 

If there is no absolutely fixed price, month in, month out, 
the consumer is baffled, and profiteering opportunities 
. are opened up. 


itself is giving only lip service to all- 
out effort. The revenue is needed to 
finance the war and the more that is 
raised now by taxes the less we shall 
have to hand do.wn to posterity in the 
way of debts. 

The estimate is made that half-a- 
nillion Canadians will have to pay 
taxes for the first time, but that is not 
■iccuratj. They were paying taxes all 
the time, but they did not know it. 
They will know it now because the in¬ 
come tax is direct. It will do no harm 
o add !.alf-a-million_.to our dire-t tax 
paying public if it leads them to view 
more critically how that money is be 
Ing spent. We have been very easy¬ 
going about that in the past; indeed 
we encouraged the government to 
‘Spend rather than economize. 

The l oost in the liquor duties'is not 
so like!v to have' the effect of stim¬ 
ulating the moonshine industry as it 
did once before. The rationing of sug 
r.r will handicap the illicit manufac 
turer. 

Large department stores have been 
advertising in the large dailies along 
an entirely different line from that 
formerly pursued. They have been 
urging people in the interest of war 
economy not to buy what they have to 
sell unless absolutely necessary. If 
the idea should spread we may expect 
the big dailies to urge people in the 
interest of forest and paper conserva¬ 
tion to avoid buying the big editions 
and to form clubs so that one paper 
will serve half-a-dozen families. The 
London Times did this in the other 
war and we think is doing the same 


Insect Relations 
To Sleeping Sickness 

Dr. Harry Medovy of Winnipeg, 
old. delegates attending the 73rd an¬ 
nual convention of the Canadian Medi¬ 
cal Association a clinical study of 19 
-ases of equine encephalitis—sleeping 
sickness—in infants under one year of 
•ige. showed nearly all recovered com¬ 
pletely and are developing normally 
: n every way. 

Dr.' Medoiiy, now a captain in the 
Royal Canadian Army Medical Corps, 
;aid the diagnosis of the disease can 
only be “definitely” made by examina¬ 
tion of blood samples to determine 
presence of anti-virus substances. 

The examination of the 19 cases was 
ra ried out at the children’s hospital in 
Winnipeg. The blood tests remain 
■ ositive for a long period of time after 
the infection is over, he said, adding 
that the tests also may be helpful in 
deciding w-hether a child who is re¬ 
tarded mentally or is spastic or has 
convulsions could have had horse en¬ 
cephalitis during the last epidemic. 

(In 1941 there were 509 cases of 
sleeping sickness in Manitoba causing 
78 deaths and so far this year there 
'-ave been eight cases and two deaths, 
the provincial department of health 
reported. Twenty-seven of the 1941 
crises were infants, under a year of 

«*•> ___ , 

Dr. Medovy’s study revealed none of 

the 19 cases were even remotely ex¬ 
posed to horses and blood tests done 
on three of the mothers were' negative. 
Therefore, he said, one must assume 
that the mosquito or the fly was re¬ 
sponsible for carrying the infection. 

(Manitoba health authorities now 
ore conducting laboratory tests to de¬ 
termine relations, if any, insects have 
ill the spread of the disease.) 

Epidemics caused by viruses are be¬ 
coming more .frequent and the com¬ 
monest of these in Canada are polio¬ 
myelitis and encephalitis, it was dis¬ 
closed at a round-table conference on 
recognition and treatment of polio¬ 
myelitis. 

In recent years there has been an 
epidemic of poliomyelitis—infantile 
naralysis—somewhere in Canada al¬ 
most every year and it was agreed the 
tendencies suggest epidemics due to 
the viruses, ultra—microscopic germs, 
ire becoming more frequent. 

The discussion brought out that at 
present when paralvsis results from 
poliomyelitis, splinting plaster casts 
md surgical operations are rarely- 
necessary hut it now is being gener¬ 
ally recognized that rest, heat and, 
■rpntle movements will produce the 
best results' in the end. 


Our Highways 

(Farm and RanchiReview) 

In a recent issue the Alberta Motor 
Association painted an attractive pic¬ 
ture of transportation after the war. It 
visualizes “a network of good roads 
linking rural Alberta to villages, 
‘owns, and cities; also substantial 
main highways bringing in tourists to 
eat ^gir products, use our gas and 
bring business to our centres of popu¬ 
lation. This vision can be-realized if 
'he motor taxes are used for the pur- 
nose for which they were originally 
intended—building and maintaining 
auto roads. The war has interrupted 
■•«nd construction and auto travel, hut 
when a \ ictorious peace finally comes, 
ill car owner should press for a pro¬ 
gram. Motor taxes for motor roads.” 

This is an absolutely reasonable de¬ 
mand. No argument can be set up 
against applying every rent of taxes 
rontrihut >d by motor owners to the de¬ 
velopment of our highway system. 
Every farmer is interested in good 
••oads. He should urge his local mem¬ 
ber to bring pressure to bear on the 
provincial government against im¬ 
properly diverting funds contributed 
bV motor users to purposes other than 
highway construction and mainten¬ 
ance.

Additional 
quantities are allowed for these pur¬ 
poses, for which you sign a special 
Sugar Purchase Voucher, which your 
grocer will give you. 

14 . You do not require coupons for 
sugar that- you consume in reetaurants 
or public eating places.

1. A Ration Card is required for each 
individual person, regardless of age. 

2 . Each numbered coupon is good for 
a two weeks' ration of 1 lb. of sugar. 

3 . Coupon No. 1 is good July 1st; 
coupon No. 2, July 13th; coupon No. 3, 
July 27th; coupon No. 4, August 10th; 
coupon No. 5, August 24th. 

4 . Coupons cannot be used before the 
specified dates, but may be used any 
time afterwards. 

5. Only coupons 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 can 
be used for sugar buying. 

6. Do not use coupons A. B, C, D and 
E, unless instructions are issued by The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Do not 
detach them. 

7 . Coupons must be detached in the 
presence of your retailer. He will not 
accept loose, detached coupons.

9. If you order by telephone, coupons 
must be detached In the presence of, or 
by the delivery man.

Asserts that day of army is 
coming:; must win war by physi¬ 
cal occupation ;cal!s for initiative 


Lt.-Gen. Kenneth Stuart announced 
last week that R.C.A.F. and anti-air¬ 
craft units have been operating for 
some time with U.S.' forces in Alaska. 

General Stuart in a broadcast 
speech to Canadian soldiers, said the 
past 2’/4 years have belonged to the 
navy and air. The army had had hard 
training but little fighting, and have 
avoided defeat. But the army will 
have to win the war by physical occu¬ 
pation of territory. 

“Victory cannot be attained without 
the active participation of the army. 
We now are on the road to victory and 
the great opportunity for the army 
will soon present itself.” 

•A junior officer had to look to the 
interests of his men and if he found 
'oyalty to them in apparent conflict 
'.with loyalty to his superior he would 
probably find a referee in “loyalty to 
truth.^’ 

“Dcj not subscribe to the ‘yes man,’ 
type of loyalty,” said Gen. Stuart. 
‘We ha''e no place for such type of 
loyalty in the Canadian army today. 
We need individuals who have minds 
of their own and are not frightened to 
express their views and who are not 
frightened to fight for the interests of 
men they command.” 

It was a privilege to serve in the 
forces. It was a greater privilege to 
command 50 men but it carried re¬ 
sponsibilities. Officers should know 
their men individually because each 
was different. They should know their 
Problems and see that each man at¬ 
tained a definite standard. They should 
be careful of punishment for it was 
usually an admission of failure to 
strike the right note. 

“We have no place in this army of 
men,” he said. “I want officers who 
ours, for ‘no run, no hit, no error’ 
will hit the ball out of the park a few 
times in their service. To do so I ex¬ 
pect them to make mistakes. But they 
nust never make the same mistake 
twice.” 

Calculated risks had to be taken in 
war. Otherwise the Canadian army 
would be no match for others who took 
alculaced risks.

Tenders for Wood 


Permission for' manufacturers and 
wholesalers to increase prices of un¬ 
derwear beyond the rates charged in 
January tnd February, 1941, has been 
authorized by H. G. Smith, adminis¬ 
trator of knit goods, the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board has announced 

Under the order, manufacturers of 
fleece-lined underwear may charge up 
to six pe- cent more than “the highest 
lawful price at which such manufac¬ 
turer sold or offered for sale under¬ 
wear of the same kind and qaulity to 
the sam> class of customer during 
January and February, 1941.” 

Wholesalers may add to their Janu- 
nry-February, 1941, prices one-half 
the increased cost passed on by the 


charged in January and February 
1941, but the average increase over all 
lines must not exceed eight per cent. 
Wholesalers are permitted tq add to 
their January-February level tire cost 
(increase passed on to them as a result 
of the order, less three per cent of the 
total cost of the underwear to them 
“where such increase is more than six 
per rent, or one-half the increased 
cost where it is six per cent and un¬ 
der.” 

The hoard said the price adjust¬ 
ments were made necessary by an in¬ 
creased cost" of materials during 1941. 
This increase, it said, was not fully re¬ 
flected in prices established during the 
base period Sept. 15 to Oct. II, 1941.
